D u rin g G overnor's Address. 
Chicago, May 17.—A man supposed 
to be insane interrupted the address 
of Governor Durbin of Indiana at the 
African M. E. conference last night 
and 
threatened 
the 
governor 
with 
death because he “ had disputed the 
word of Father Abraham .” 
During the governor’s address the 
man had been pressing forward grad­ 
ually, and, just before the speaker 
concluded, he had reached a point al­ 
m ost in front of the roatrum. 
Sud­ 
denly he started toward the governor, 
shading his finger at him and exclaim- 
Irg : 
“Any man who dares to dispute 
the word of 
Father Abraham,’ the 
father of the nation, I will kill him." 
Before he could reach the rostrum 
he was seized by several of the ushers 
and rushed through a side door Into 
the street. After being pushed through 
the door the man ran off and disap­ 
peared. 
The ushers threw him out so 
quickly that it was not learned w heth­ 
er or not the man was armed. 
Governor Dnrbin paid no attention 
to the man, and until he had concluded 
his rem arks, was not aw are that the 
threats had been directed at him. 


Getting M c D o n a ld Jury. 
Bedford, Ind., May 17.—The indica­ 
tions are that two or three days will 
be taken up with getting a jury to hear 
the McDonald case. 
It has been so 
generally discussed that both sides 
are Bomewhat doubtful if twelve men 
can be found in less than two or three 
days who have not formed or expressed 
an opinion. The regular venire of ju r­ 
ors has been supplem ented by a spe­ 
cial ventre of ninety-eight men. who 
will be the first examined. 


“Fellow S e rv an t” C lause Sustained. 
W ashington, May 17.—The suprem e j 
court of the United States has laid
